London, Oct. 18—Baron tlayahsi, the

Throughout the whole of Mukden 


there can be distinctly- heard cannon- 
ading in the south, which is raging 
more fiercely than on previous days of 
the fight, which is now entering on the 
second week. 
The desperateness of 


the battle, especially near Shakhe, has 
not been equalled since the war began. 
The ferocity of the fighting has driven 
out of the minds of the soldiers all 
thoughts of personal safety, and the 
troops, living in an atmosphere of sud- 
den death, have lost all thought save 
to conquer. The losses on both sides 
have been enormous, but this is* for- 
gotten in the crowding of dreadful 
events on each other. The fighting 
still continues without intermission. 


The .Chinese population of Mukden 


displays little alarm. Business in the 
streets and markets proceed as usual. 
Even children run about the business 
portion of the town and all appear to 
be curiously indifferent to the great 
battle which is proceeding only a few 
miles away. 


The wounded from' the fight at 


Tumin pass state that some positions 
were under fire by both sides and that 
it was impossible to 
remove the 


wounded. It is alleged that Japanese 
searching parties, working at night, 
hailed the wounded, and whenever re- 
ply was made in Russian, bayonetted 
the sufferers. 
Some, it is said, saved 


themselves by feigning death. 
The 


Russians removed about 300 wounded 
under fire from Japanese guns.
